AN EXPERIMENT WITH 
JUNIOR COLLECTORS 


BY BRO, ALPHONSE J. MILLER, S.M.

The Dayton Philatelic Society tg honor and remember him for his untiring in- 
terest and work in behalf of philately and because he is a grand fellow elected 


The Dayton Philatelic society conducted an experiment with 


June of the present year: Here 


are the results of the experiment: First a meeting place was secured, 


tto officials, the recreation room 


was obtained for each Saturday afternoon from two to four. Then 


hrough the mails to announce to 





their children that the Boys and® 
Girls Stamp Club would meet 
each Saturday afternoon. Where 
possible, permission was obtained 
to give talks ta the assembled 
children in their schools. The 
writer took along with him a 
topical stamp collection, mounted 
in a cheap loose-leaf bind2r. 
Stressing the advantages of col- 
lecting stamps from the educa- 
tional point of view was import- 
ant. If the teachers are not sold 
on the value of stamp collecting, 
they will not encourage the chil- 
dren. A topical stamp collection, 
featuring the maps on stamps, 
industry on stamps, flowers and 
plants on stamps, history on 
stamps, art on stamps, will inter- 
est the teachers and the children. 
Mounting the topical collection in 
a loose-leaf binder of modest 
price was’ done to show them 
that stamp collecting is not ex- 
pensive. 

During the six months period of 
experiment more than 175 boys 
and girls came to the meetings. 
Eaeh boy and girl registered. All 
of them were from the’ grades 
mostly fifth grade, sixth, seventh 
and eight. There were a few 
high school students and a few 
below the fifth grade. The stu- 
dent group between the fifth 
grade and the ninth grade are the 
best material for making stamp 
collectors. Those below the fifth 
grade are too young and require 
too much personal help and sup- 
ervision. Those in the high 
school age are interested already 
in social affairs-dates, dances, 
girls or boys. A few may be in- 
terested in stamp collecting, but 
when they get to the ‘boy-crazy’ 
stage or the ‘girl-crazy’ stage, bet- 
ter wait till they outgrow that 
adolescent fever. 

Of the more than 175 boys and 
girls who came to the meetings— 
about half of them dropped out 
after two or three. Of the re- 
maining 85 boys and girls, about 
half were fairly consistent in at- 
tendance. No attendance records

were kept, but about 30 boys and 
girls were regular and more than 
ordinarily interested in stamp cole 
lecting. These 30 will probably 
continue their stamp collecting 
later ‘on. 

The metmod of conducting the 
meetings was quite simple. Have 
ing taught school for twenty-two 
years, the author knew something 
about child psychology—to wit, 
behave yourselves, or you will be 
thrown out. And on several oce 
casions, that was done. The chilk- 
dren sat around tables and worke 
ed at their stamps. On a central 


table was a _ shoe-box full of 
thousands of common foreign 
stamps. These were sold to the 


children at the rate of ten for one 
cent. The children would take a 
small handful of stamps to. their 
place, sort out what they wanted 
and return the remainder and take 
another handful. Later on they 
paid for what they took. It is 
not good psychology to. give 
stamps away free, just to inter- 
est them in stamp collecting. Bet- 
ter to train them to pay for what 
they get. They will have to learn 
that lesson sooner or later. 

At the central table, the author 
sat like the teacher in the class- 
room, watching that ‘law and ore 
der’ was maintained. After the 
new comers had been registered, 
a clapping of the hands, would de- 
mand attention. When all were 
looking at the ‘teacher’ he would 
then explain how to hinge a 
stamp, how to arrange the stamps 
on the page or some _ other 
problem. There was no running 
around, no boisterous yelling or 
playing. On occasion’ several 
were told quietly but firmly, to 
pack up and get out. When you 
haveea group of thirty or forty 
children, discipline must be maine 
tained.

Cipex Brickbats and' Bouquets 

Now that the big show is over and everything that was 
done is a matter of fact and can not be undone, it might: be 
interesting to consider some of the letters that have come to 
eur office concerning the show and also some comments 
made by others both at the show and through 
other means since the show. Our object in 
printing these comments and observations 
are that should another show be held at a 
later date it is hoped that some comments 
and criticism made now may help to guide 
future show managers and workers against 
the errors that were made at this show. One 
of the most remarkable bits of comment we 

ij have seen was that printed by Philip H. Ward 
GEO. LINN in his column in Mekeel’s Weekly of June 
9th. We quote Mr. Ward. “The finest collection of United 
States issues shown was the Philip Ward exhibition of 1847- 
1945 showing mint blocks of about every stamp in superb 
condition from first to last together with a good number of 
choice covers. Every judge of 19th Century U. S. on the Com- 
mittee without exception was in favor of awarding this col- 
lection the ‘Grand Award’ as best collection in the show but 
the award was not made because Mr. Ward was a profession- 
al. Had the catalogue differentiated against the professional 
the stamps would not have been exhibited.” 

Those who know Philip H. Ward and his stamps know 
that Mr. Ward wrote the above in a sincere way, that his 
eollection is a private personal collection, formed by Mr. 
Ward as a collector and that one would have no more chance 
prying loose from Mr, Ward any of the choice pieces in that 
collection than they would have in getting the gems out of 
the Newbury collection. The catalogue should have been 
followed in this instance and since it did not differentiate 
between professional and amateur, the award should have 
been given in accordance with the published rules. 

We have in our files a six page typewritten story of the 
show, written by a Mr. Brown of New York. We did not 
publish this matter solely because we have already covered 
about every point that this gentleman makes except for his 
last paragraph, wherein he hands out brickbats and bouquets 
in one sentence. Since this is typical of other remarks we 
have heard and have noted in correspondence we print this 
Jast paragraph, for coming from New York it is doubtless 
by one who knows what he is talking about much better 
than some others might. 

Says Mr. Brown, “The show was a success no matter how

VALIDITY OF STAMPS ON 
THE 15c SOUVENIR SHEET 


The following instructions from 
the office of the Third Assistant 
Postmaster General, Joseph J. 
Lawler should set various minds 
to rest about the uses that can be 
made of the Centenary Souvenir 
Sheet and the stamps on it. 

“Question has arisen as to the 
validity for postage purposes of 
the 15-cent souvenir sheet bear- 
ing reproductions of the original 
5-cent and 10-cent stamps of the 
1847 series, or the individual 
stamps appearing on such sheet. 

“Postmasters are, therefore, ad- 
vised that the postage stamps on 
such sheet are valid for the pay- 
ment of postage or other postal 
fees when affixed to mail matter, 
whether the sheet is used in its 
entirety, cut vertically in two or 
whether the stamps are cut out of 
the sheet and used singly, pro- 
vided, of course, the stamps 
themselves are not mutilated. 





POLAND RED CROSS STAMP, 
OTHER VARITIES REPORTED 
From the Penny Black Stamp 

Co. of New York, we learn that 

the long expected  semi-postal 

stamp for the benefit of the Red 

Cross has made its appearance. 

It is a single value of 5zl. plus

Heinrich von Stephan was born 
on January 7th 1831 in Stolp 
(Pomerania) and died on April 
8th, 1897 in Berlin. Stephan be- 
came very popular because his in- 
teresting innovatigns in all spheres 
of postal matters, and was ap- 
pointed in 1870 Post-Master Gen- 
eral of the former “Norddeutsche 
Bund”, and in 1875 Post-master 
General of the German Reich. 
One of his most important re- 
forms was the reorganization of 
the German postal systems, the 
simplification of all departments 
and cheaper postage rates. Under 
his leadership a uniform post-law 
was created for the German 
Reich and the postal system in 
the German “Lander” was con- 
siderably improved. Thanks to his 
initiative the World Post Union 
(uniform postage rates in all 
countries, uniform colours of the 
stamps of certain values, as for 
instance blue for all foreign post- 
age stamps) was created, and in 
1872, he founded the. Post Muse- 
um in Berlin. Finally, he wrote 
three important books: 1859: His- 
tory of the Prussian Post, 1872: 
Present-day Egypt and _ 1874: 
World post and aviation.

helped by coming down to the 
meetings, notably Russ Lyle and 
William Koerner. Several oth- 
ers donated stamps for the chil- 
dren. Russ Lyle, affectionately 
called Uncle Russ by the children 
came down every Saturday and 
alway brought along some stamps 
to be raffled off among the chil- 
A. L. Flitton donated 
stamps for the children also. 

Raffling off these stamps was 
the high light of the afternoon. 
If a boy or a girl brough®a new- 
comer to the meeting, said boy or 
girl was allowed two chances in 
the raffle. These raffles really 
brought the children to the meet- 
ing—getting something for nothing 
is irresistible, be you adult or 
adoloscent. 

The stamp, covers and other 
philatelic material were displayed 
on a special table and the boys 
and girls ‘drooled’ over the prizes. 
None of the material was valu- 
able but it certainly was the icing 
on the cake that did the trick. 

No boy or\girl was allowed to 
sell or trade stamps without first 
obtaining permission from the di- 
rector of the club. This was 
done to safe-guard the less ex- 
perienced children from being 
fleeced by some of the older 
members, who were stamp collect- 
ors and had a lot of cheap dupli- 
cates, they wanted to sell or trade.
